Ma- 
moru Shigemitsu, Sunday shortly af- 
ter a Soviet army statement announc- 
ed Russian troops had driven Japanese 
from Siberian territory along the Ko- 
rean border at Changkufeng. 


Litvinoff answered the ambassador's 


new truce proposals by calling his at- 
tention to new border incidents in the 
area since Shigemilsut farst presented 
suggestions August 4. 


Lilvinoffs warning was prompted by 


a new border clash 250 miles north of 
Changkufeng, at Hill 588.2, near Sui- 
fenho where the North Manchurinn 
raiway crosses into Soviet territory.

ment of Agriculture forecast Monday 
a 1938 cotton crop of 11,988,000 bales. " 


The estimate was based on the con- 


dition of the crop August 1, which was 
78.0 per cent of normal, and on the, 
area in cultivation July 1, less the 10, 
year average acre abandonment, which 
was estimated at 26,347,000 acres. 


The condition of the crop indicates 


an acre-yield of 217.9 pounds, com- 
pared with 266.9 pounds last year, and 
197.8 pounds as the 1927-36 average. 


The crop totaled 18,946,000 bales last 
year. 


The condition of the Arkansas crop 


August 1 was 81 per cent of normal, 
with an indicated acre-yield of 245 
pounds and a nindicated total produc- 
tion of 1,247,000 bales.

HOLLYWOOD. — When things get 


tough and you wish you were an actor 
or actress making $500 or more a week, 
you might console yourself by medi- 
tating on the cost of being in the 
movies. 


At lunch the other day, Vernon D. 


Wood, business manager for some 50 
players and stars, pointed out that even 
the well-managed actor has a tough 
problem. Take a $500-a-week player 
as an example, because there are more 
of them. 


First of all, a $500-a-week player is 


always publicized as making $750. And 
since he is striving to get ahead and 
make an impression on Hollywood he 
must live up to that amount. Actually, 
when he gets his check it is for only 
$485, after the studio has made deduc- 
tions for old age pension and compen- 
sation insurance. Then his agent col- 
lects 10 per cent. The business man- 
ager gets a cut, too, but he usuallly 
earns it by investments. 


A modest figure for rent is ?100 per 


month, but it sometimes runs as high 
as $400, because a player must have a 
home large enough for entertaining. 
Food costs another $100 for the same 
reason. Actors have a mania for long 
distance phone calls, and these run 
their utilities up to $50 monthly. 


Medicine, beverages, and other such 


household "necessities" account for an- 
other $75, and of course the latest best 
sellers and magazines must always be 
lying around, at a cost of $15 per month.

Barkley piled up his greatest lead 


in the First and Second districts (west- 
ern Kentucky) and in the Seventh, 
coal mining areae in cstern Kentucky. 
In the Ninth, another coal mining cen- 
ter, Barkley had a majority of less 
than 100. Chandler carried Harlan 
county in that district, 3,814 to 2,211. 


In metropolitan Jefferson 
county 


(Louisville), where counting always is 
slow, Barkley got off to a 5,947—1,698 
lead on returns from 68 of the 621 
prccints. 


On the basis of the present returns, 


Barkley will be opposed next Novem- 
ber by John P. Haswell, who apparent- 
ly had won the Republican nomina- 
tion. Haswell, Hardinsbury attorney, 
was leading Andrew O. Ritchie, closest 
of his four rivals, by 6,859 votes on re- 
ports from 1,272 precints.

"what measures the WPA can take to 
further the president's purposes." af- 
ter previously giving them authority 
"to add 200.000 persons to the WPA 
rolls pending the time when labor 
would be needed for picking cotton." 


"We intend to close out this em- 


ployment in picking time, and to open 
it up again when the harvest is over,'' 
Hopkins said. 


He asserted there were thousands of 


Southerners in rural areas not earn- 
ing an adequate income from ngri- 
tfulture. 


"I believe,, therefore, as a matter of 


permanent policy," the head of "every 
far mfamily whose income is inade- 
quate should be given employment a 
few months each year to supplement 
his agricultural income," Hopkins said. 
He added that while he intended to 
see the jobs went to the' needy, he pro- 
pose^ to modify the procedure of 
certification for work "and to sub- 
stitute in its place an employment 
system which will remove the of- 
fensive stigma of relief from these 
people."
